The expansion of the Student Center, 
budget cuts and attendance policy were the 
main topics of discussion at the Student 
Senate meeting Thursday. 

Guy Conway, directorof the StudentCen- 
ter, updated the Senate on the progress of the 
proposed expansion of the Student Center 


and solicited input. Senators voicedconcern . 


over the project's funding. 

According to Conway, student fees could 
more than double from $14.75 to$30tohelp 
finance the project. 

Conway said UNO's fees would still re- 
main moderate in comparison to other met- 
ropolitan colleges. 

“Overall, the fee increase would keep us 
in the middle,” Conway said. “UNL students 
pay $161 for their student union.” 

The $13.98 million in proposed budget 
cuts for the NU system was also discussed. 
Student President/Regent Jennifer 
Newhouse briefed the Senate on the cuts and 
possible student protest efforts. 

Newhouse said whether the 5 percent cut 
is approved relies on certain factors.

“It depends on what students go aut and 
tell chem (the Legislature) what we're up- 
set with, and if we can hit the senators 
before this actually happens,” Newhouse 
said. 

Newhouse proposed the Student Senate 
and other interested students charter a bus

“Our goal is to ship students from UNO 
down there (Lincoln) and pack the appro- 
priations room,” she said, “l guarantee that 
UNL will have at feast 50 students there.”

Student President/Regent Jennifer 
Newhouse’s fight against the proposed cuts for 
the NU system budget has begun. 

Newhouse senta three-page letter Thursday 
to Sen. Scott Moore, head of the Legislature’s 
Appropriations Committee. In the letter, 
Newhouse asked Moore and the Appropria- 
tions Committee to “listen to the message that 
students are sending.” 

The Appropriations Committee has proposed 
$13.98 million in budget cuts for the NU sys- 
tem. Theamountis 5 percentoftheuniversity’ 8 
budget, 

Newhouse said she has spoken with many 
students about their concerns for the future of 
the university system. 

“Basically they don't feel it’s justified, and 
I don’t, either,” she said. 


“A lotof students are concemed about what 
these cutsare going todo tothem and the impact 
they'll have either on their graduationin respect 
to closed classes and things like that.” 

Newhouse said in the letter that the cuts 
proposed by the Appropriations Commitice 
would affect more than just the administration, 

“They will have a significant impact on the 
student body, as well as student services, 

“Often theNU studentsarequictand passive 
when hit with tuition increases and program 
cuts, claiming that they were enacted for the 
good of the university. As astudent leader, Ido 
not see the positive effect that the proposed 
reductions in higher education will provide for 
the students or the state.” 

Newhouse also said the Nebraska job mar- 
ketwouldsufferbecauseoffewereollege gradu- 
ates, 

Moore saidin atelephone intesview that the 
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Legislature has to make a choice between cut- 
ling the university budget or getting the money 
from the taxpayers. 

“T took it that (Newhouse) understands the 
choice between cutting budgets and raising 
taxes,” Moore said of Newhouse’ s letter. “Edu- 
cation should be a priority, 

“T thought it was a very constructive letter,” 
he said. 

Moore said he has received several letters 
from students opposed to the cuts, The taxpay- 
ers, hesaid, are alsoconcemedaboutthe budget 
Cuts, 

“I’ve seecived several telephone calls sup- 
porting the cuts,” be said, “not from students, 
but from taxpayers.” 

Newhouse said she plans to continue voic- 
ing her opposition against the proposed cuts. 
She is planning a rally at the State Capitol in 
Linooln March 9 at noon.

The discovery ofa young woman undemeath a van by UNO 
Campus Security officers Friday morning raised consciousness 
of the dangers of hypothermia during the winter months. 

Melissa Donnell, 21, was found lying under a van parked at 
the First Christian Church, 6630 Dodge St., at 6:25 am. by 
Security Oficers Stuart Martin and Albert Lawton, a police 
report said, 

Donnell was taken to University Hospital, where sheis being 
treated for hypothermia. 

Dr. Ed Miinek, assistant professor in emergency medicine at 
the Med Center, described hypothermia as a drop in a person’s 
body temperature, 

“Mitd hypothermia fs diagnosed at a temperature of 35 
degrees (95 F) down to 32 degrees (90 F). Then there's a range 
from 32 down to 28 (81.4 F) which is modemte, and below that, 
it’s baicued he said.

reality, it ends up cooling you off,” he said, “It dilates blood 
vessels in the skin and thereby allows for increased heat loss, so 
poopleend up getting colder, Socvenifpeoplemay feel warmer 
because they aredilatedand feel better, thealcohollcaves people 
more susceptible to hypothermia and to frostbite.” 

Anothersignificanteffectofalccholon hypothermia, Mlinck 
said, is that “it impairs judgement. For cxample, people tend to 
not dress as appropriately for the weather, which predisposes 
them to hypothermia and they also tend to stay out longer than 
they should.” 

Preparations can help fight hypothermia, Mlinck said. He 
sald covering the head and.“any sorts of appendages that stick 
Gut, such as cars, nose, fingers and other digits” is important. 

Another recommendation, Mlinck said, is to wear multiple 
layers of clothing, “because air acts as insulation.” 

For those who find themselves exposed out in the cold, 
Milinck said, one factor that may help is to get out of the wind, 
“and eliminate the wind-chill as a factor in cooling off.” 
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Library 
free of censorsh 


. Public libraries throughout the country and the times have 
been attacked, challenged, rebuked and branded by many 
groups opposed to an idea or belief, Mostoften the group is 
religious; next in line are groups opposing politics: lastly aro 
others who oppose certain philosophies, arts, and literatures, 
All of these gatherings have ono theme, ifno other, common 
between them: identifying certain works as seditious, subver- 
‘sive, disturbing, undesirable, and all but unhealthy forsociety. 
Such labeling assumes wisdom on the part of these groups 
to determine what is unhealthy and what is not, to be able to 
look into the hearts of writers and readers to discern the good 
from the bad, And ifsuch people exist, weshould like tomect 
ibem, for society could benefit from these wise diviners, 
However, none as of yet have been found, Until then, we 
must rely on a different standard, one applicable to all: the 
standard of ignorance of others, their ideas, theirbelicfs, their 
wants, desires, and needs, Our ignorance should be our 
standard, the standard through which we grant freedom to 
others and ourselves. For who knows ourselves better than 
ourselves— who knows others better than those others? 
Consequently, should we want those others to shackle us 
within the bonds of their beliefs? Indeed not, Instead, because 
those others are ignorant of us, because our beliefs may 
necessarily be different from theirs, we should want freedom 
from their impositions, For that reason, should we also not

grant the same? 

Those opposing the libraries say no. To them, freedom is 
an astonishing and arbitrary arrangement, to be granted by 
those wise cnough to protect us from ourselves and from 
undesirable thoughts. To them, libraries in the very least 
should, as the key to our freedoms, distinguish between that 
which is good for us as opposed to that which is bad, and in 

effect determine the extentto which we are free toexpand our 
knowledge. 

But as stated before, none have been found that can 
discriminate between the healthy works from the unhealthy. 
How, then, canitbs expected of those in charge of the library 
totell what others cannottell? Are we foolishenough togive 
such power to determine our freedoms to those who are as 
ignorant as we about unhealthy ang healthy works? 

Ofcourse not. The purpose of the public library is tomake 
the intelligent person more intelligent, not to bind the person 
with certain viewpoints and dogmas. So whatrole should the 
lbrasy have in making the average citizen more intelligent? 
Tobe sure, thelibrary should retain thesole ithasalwayshad: 
to protect and provide for the development of our freedoms 
and the use of them to enhance our humanity. 

In the first place, as the key to our basic liberties, the 
freedom to worship, tospeak, and to publish, itis only natural 
forthe library tobethelr protector. Without thelibraryandthe 
liberty it grants us to read any material, including these 
publications unorthodox and possibly disturbing, we put 
ourselves at risk to intolerance and close-mindedness; to 
becoming the victims ofuninfonned opinions. Whatcouldbe 
better in defending our constitutional freedoms than a non- 
partisan body devoted solely to them? 

Secondly, to fully expand our knowledge and use our 
freedoms to their fullest extent, we ought to have a base of 
fesources from which we can do so. We must be able to 
choose freely from differing views and opinions, foronly then 
can we make free and intelligent decisions about those pare 
ticular views and opinions. Therefore, libraries should pro- 
vide materials of contrasting perspectives, both those we like 
and these we do net 

But does providing certain materials mean that the library 
either promotes or endorses them? No. Providing disturbing 
and undesirable works, even the pormegraphic and the ob- 
scene, does not mean the Ubrary either endorses or promotes 
the ideas or conduct described therein, just as the library 
circulating a Bible or Quran docs not promote or support 
religion. In fact, astronger case may be made tokecep religion 
and evligious paraphemalia out of the public library than to 
keep the obscene out, 

Thesefore, [ct the self-sighteous judge the morality of 
books for themseives and their children, and let others do the 
same, But kecp the defender of our freedoms, the public 
library, out of the fray of morality, lest we accidentally harm 
ourselves. 
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At the end of the movie “The Long Walk Home,” Miriam, 
a white Southem middle-class housewife (played by Sissy 
Spacck), drives Odessa, her maid (played by Whoopie 
Goldberg), to work, This is a radical act on Mirlam’s part 
because the African Americans inher townaresupporting Rosa 
Parks by boycotting the buses, and the majority of whites are 
trying toget African Americans togoback —to the backof the 
bus. Before driving her to work, Odessa wams Miriam of the 
danger that Miriam will face if she supports the Affican 
American boycott. Odessa then tells her, “Once you eross the 
line, you can never go back,” 

And the movie bears out this truth. As Miriam stands hand 
inhand with Odessa and other African American women who 


Racism, they argue, is justiherandom, isolatedactionsofafew 
particular individuals who are poorly motivated — who, at 
worst, hate others because of their skin color, It would be nice 
to confine racism in a dictionary — to make sure it docs not 
evoke patterns of social relationships that privilegesomeatthe 
expense of others. In their scenario racism isa single piece of 
the whole social puzzle, 

Dut when a white person (such as Miriam) attempts to see 
through the eyes of an African American (such as Odessa) on 
adaily basis, whatis seen is the set of social relationships that 
come with skin color. And these social relationships cannot be 
scaled off, but ticy often are because they are so painful.

other niggers.” This experience profoundly changes Miriam's 
life —- she will never see the wosld the same way again. 

Seeing fromothess’ eyes often has just this tansformational 
effect. What one can conceive depends, in part, on what one 
allows oneself to perceive. And pereeption is often selective — 
itorganizes by giving salience tosome features while screening 
outothers. Gestalt psychologists taught us this lesson yearsago 
with their figure-ground reversals. In one such famous picture, 
for example, one sees from a set of references the face of an 
older woman and, from another set, one sees the face ofa young 
woman. And, “one can’t goback": once the transformation has 
eccurred, one always knows about the other face.

The 1992-93 UNO Theater season continues this week 
with the opening of Oliver Goldsmith’s “Sho Stoops to 
Conquez, ” directed by Vincent Liotta, chairman of UNO’s 
music depariment, 

Originally set in the English countryside in the Late 
eightcenthcentury, (playwrightGoldsmith’s time), tio UNO 
Theater has adapied the work to a small Midwestern town, 
and bas sct it at the turn of this century. 

Complete with its confused identities, dashing heroes, 
characters named Lumpkin and general merriment, “She 
Stoops toConquer” will delighteveryone, said David Zinck, 
a UNO masters student in the dramatic arts department. 
Zinck plays two of the production’s roles. 

“Tho theme of the play everyone can identify with... it’s 
about mistaken identity and benign trickery,” he said. 

“When Goldsmith wrote the play in the late 18th cen. 
tury,” Zinck said, “its genre was called ‘laughing comedy,’ 
which was in response to sentimental comedy which was 
dtippy and melodramatic, In this play, though, Goldsmith 
wanted to spice it up and provoke laughter.” 

Beyond the humor, Zinck said, the play can also be seen 
“asaremindcrofhowcasily weean getcaughtupinourown 
worlds and shut everything else out.” 

‘The process of preparing the play, Zinck said, has been 


both pleasurable and intense, “It’s been one of the most 
relaxed and enjoyable rehearsals I’ve ever had because it’s 
such a light show. Yet, in such a short span of four weeks, 
it takes a lot of concentration.” 

For example, he explained, many of the scencs in this 
comedy rely heavily on timing, and if it is off, it can take 
away the humor, 

“It’s a constant roller-coaster of situations and dialogue 
coming right after the otier,” he said. 

Working with Liotta, Zinck said, has also been a bighe 
light of the rehearsal process. “Ho's very in tune to an 
actor’s needs, as they approach their character. He’s very 
personableandaplcasureto work with. Buthe won’ tlet you 
fool around you've got to beon the ball with what you're 
doing.”

WASHINGTON (CPS) — College students who cx- 
pected rapid improvements in financial aid under Presi- 
dent Clinton’s administration will be disappointed by the 
most recent news coming out of the nation’s capital. 

Education Secretary Richard Rilcy said budget prob- 
lems will prevent the government from increasing the 
current $2,300 Pell grants toindividual studentsright now. 

In addition, President Clinton's play to let students 
work off college debts through community service, the 
proposed National Service TrustFund, likely will be phased 
in gradually over a period of time, rather than launched in 
a massive program, White House assistants said, 

Press Secretary Dee Dee Mycrs said the new adminis- 
tration is facing a deficit that is $60 billion to $200 billion 
higher than it was fast year when Clinton proposed the 
National Service Trust Fund. The president “had to recon- 
sider a lot of his options based on the higher deficit 
numbers,” she said at a Feb. 4 news conference. 

Riley didn't make too many friends on the collegiate 
level in one of his first public appearances when he warmed 
that his department will probably be unable to offer much 
financial aid immediately because of budget deficits. 


“ET don’t want to bear said tidings,” Riley sald at a 
mecting of the National Association of Independent Col- 
leges and Universitics (NAICU), which represents about 
1,600 private colleges. But that’s exactly what hic did. 

Raising the maximum grant to necdy college students 
from $2,300 to $4,000, as secent proposals have sug- 
gested, is “not possible under the current circumstances,” 
be said. 

During his campaign, Clinton promised to increase 


dramatically the amount of financial aid for higher educae | 


tion. Clinton also said one of his top priorities was to give 
any person, regardless of income, the oppartunity to go to 
college. Working in public service after graduation would 
be a means of paying off college loans. 

But Riley said these plans will have to be phased in 
more slowly that the new administration had anticipated.

Riley said he recently tearned that his department's 
budget deficit was $600 million worse than what he had 
expected because of miscalculations. Part of the 
department's shortfalls stem from debts incurred during 
the Jast two years, when $2 billion more was doled out in 
college grants than was available.
